thing "out of politics," but it sometimes seems that this is im- 
possible under our system of government, coupled with the 


- American passion for politics. When the. posloffices of the 


important classes were.placed under the civil service it was 
felt by those who believe that appointmenfs:lo otlice should be 
based on merit solely that a long advance stdp had been taken. 
But the case of Boston is causing many to fear that in spite j 
of the civil service politics is (o have a hand in selecting a post 
master for that city. The office has been vacant for more thai 
a year. Numerous candidales for the position have taken civi 
service examination and the'list is said to contain a good mini 
ber Of eligibies, yet no appointment is made. Some time ago 
therevwas gossip from Washington about "senatorial prefer- 
ence" in the matter, and'it begins to look as if the delay were 
due to something other than tlie lack of suitable names lo 
select from. 


And now comes a dispatch from Los Angeles indicating 


very plainly that: the consideration of Ihe Pence Treaty and 
League Cpvenanl.is nol free from political bias. -According 
lo the dispatch,'.Hie! people of Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
the greater part of the Pacific Coast arc strongly in favor of 
the League, bul Ihey are also in favor of Senator Johnson of 
California for president, and all know where he stands with 
reference to the League. He is one of its bitterest opponents 
and has'latcly been in the West speaking against ratification. 
However,.in spite of their enthusiasm for Senator Johnson as 
the next Republican candidate for president, it is claimed that 
if.the Peace Treaty, were, submitted lo referendum the people 
of the Pacific Coast would support il by ah 'overwhelming 
majority. "What (hey want, the dispatch says, is the League 
of Nations, with Senator Johnson to "run the thing." 


This shows, in addition' lo other evidence that has been in 


sight for a long time, how dillicull it is for Americans to lake 
any public question or any public business oul of politics, 
has long been apparent lhal political preferences and preju- 
dices were entering into the consideration of Ihe momentous 
question now before the'United States Senate, a question 
which concerns the people as a whole, and in disposing of 
which partisaii politics should be relegated lo Hie rear. ' 
' 


That Cnlifornians of dilTcrenl political faiths are coming 


together commendably on (his particular question is made 
plain by (he dispatch from 'Los Angeles, which says that (he 
Democrats, the "old.guard" Republicans and the Progressive 
leaders are standing together in support of Ihe League, bul 
(here is opposition on the part of the "ultra-Progressives," 
who are (he leaders in booming Senator Johnson for president. 


1! is clearly too much to hope (hat public affairs in Iliis 


country can be freed'from the evils of politics, at least for a 
long time to come. But il is a pity thai men and parlies can- 
not lay their prejudices aside long enough to dispose of the 
present great issue with an eye single to the welfare of the 
nation and the world.
